The  American  Field  Service  is  a  private, 
non-profit,  educational  organization,  whose 
purpose  is  the  furthering  of  understanding  and 
good  will  among  the  people  of  the  world.  It 
carries-  out  this  purpose  by  bringing  teenage 
students  from  abroad  to  study  in  American 
high  schools  and  preparatory  schools  and 
communities  for  a  year.

THE    EMBLEM

hold  the  perfect  arch  in  perpetual  stability,  so  the  structure  of 
our  education  must  be  held  firm  and  true  to  the  purposes  of 
life  by  the  virtues  represented  in  this  symbol.  Scholarship  is 
the  power  of  the  mind  to  dispel  ignorance  and  superstition 
through  scientific  investigation.  Leadership  is  the  power  of 
personality  that  blazes  the  trail  for  man's  upward  climb.  Char- 
acter, the  composite  of  all  the  common  virtues,  sets  the  seal  of 
righteousness  upon  our  every  endeavor.  Service  is  the  begin- 
ning and  end  of  our  education — the  altar  of  unselfishness  from 
which  God's  blessings  are  bestowed  upon  men.  Thus  the  key- 
stone symbolizes  the  high  ideals  of  our  society.  The  flaming 
torch  is  the  emblem  of  our  purpose.  To  bear  forward  the 
searching  light  of  truth,  to  lead  that  others  may  follow  in  the 
light,  to  keep  burning  in  our  school  a  high  ambition  for  the 
enduring  values  of  life — these  purposes  are  symbolized  by  the 
torch.
